FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.04 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  February  1963,  will  receive  a,  minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.04  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  testing  3.5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7.0  cents  for  each  one  tenth 
of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be 
used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges  » The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price 
is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4.04  price  for  February  1963  is  5 cents  above  the  January  1963  price, 
but  16  cents  below  the  February  1962  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 


Approved  producers  shipped  17,408,028  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  February  1963,  of  which  13,757,097  pounds  or  79%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  9.8%,  from  January  1963,  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  down  4.5%  from  January  1963. 

MARCH  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.30 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  February  basic  formula  price  of  $3.10  (Wisconsin-Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  March.  This  price  of  $4.30  is 
the  same  as  the  February  Class  I price. 

PROPOSED  EXPANSION  OF  SOUTH  BEND  MARKF.TING  AREA 

The  USDA  has  advised  that  Pure  Milk  Association  of  Chicago  has  filed  a petition 
requesting  a public  hearing  to  consider  proposals  to  amend  the  South  Bend-LaPor te- 
Elkhart  Marketing  Order.  One  of  the  proposals  would  expand  the  present  marketing  area 
to  include  the  following  14  Indiana  counties:  Benton,  Carrol,  Cass,  Fulton,  Jasper, 

Kosciusko,  Lake,  Marshall,  Miami,  Newton,  Porter,  Pulaski,  Starke  and  Wh.ite. 

Other  interested  parties  have  been  invited  to  submit  proposals  for  amendments 
to  the  Order  and  to  be  included  in  the  notice  of  hearing  in  the  event  that  a hearing 
is  called.
